CENSORSHIP ABOLISHED 


POSTMASTER 
General Will Hays has de- 


A 
cided that it IB not within his province to 


be a censor of the press. In other words, the 
bars have been thrown down in an order from 
the head of the postoffice department that any 
newspaper or other publication fit to pass thru 
the mails at all is' entitled to the benefit of the 
usual newspaper rate of postage. 


His predecessor had adopted" the policy of 


excluding a good many papers from th* lower 
rate for reasons that, if true, should have pre- 
vented them from going thru the mails at all. 
In cases where utterances of papers were ques- 
tionable, but not positively seditious, the post- 
age rate was, made practically prohibitive. la 
effect, the Hays order provides that a publica- 
tion must be admitted at the regular rates, or 
not at all. He will not, he says, be a censor of 
the press. 


Hays is right on one proposition, but 


wrong on the other. If the postoffice depart- 
ment js not supposed to be in the position . of 
censor to a certain extent, then a multitude of 
laws bearing' on this subject are null, void and 
worthless. It Is the business of the postoffice 
department to see to it that publications con- 
taining utterances disloyal to the government 
are not permitted to pass thru the mails, just 
the same as it is for that department to pre- 
vent, under the'law, the transportation of lot- 
tery tickets and other objectionable matter. 


It is quite easy to understand that Hays 


wishes to be fair, but when he makes the 
sweeping declaration that "I am not and will 
not allow myself to be made a censor of the 
press," he is warming the cockles of the heart 
of the hair-brained visionist and theorist who 
conveys his propaganda by insidious means. 


Administration papers, failing to analyze 


the Hays pronuncianiento and discover in it 
the danger that lurks, have commended it. A 
little later, these same publications will likely 
be damming this same Will Hays, when disloy- 
alists, quick to sense that the bars are down, 
flood the mails with propaganda that tears at 
the very vitals of the American government, 
because, playing to the galleries, Hays refuses 
to pass on proper and improper matter. When 
the postal department of the government 
spreads vicious propaganda against itself, 
without restraint, the outlook is, indeed, dark.
